SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 
JANUARY  7, 1988 

Pursuant  to  the  foregoing  warrant  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  Town  of  Douglas  who  are 
qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  Town  affairs  met  in  the  Town  Hall  in  East  Douglas  on 
Thursday,  January  7, 1988,  at  7:00  p.m.  There  being  a quorum  present  (79  registered  voters), 
the  meeting  was  opened  by  the  Town  Clerk,  Betty  Ann  McCallum.  The  warrant  was  examined 
and  found  to  be  in  order.  The  first  order  of  business  was  to  elect  a temporary  moderator. 
Nominations  were  taken  from  the  floor.  Irwin  Smith  was  nominated  and  seconded.  There 
being  no  other  nominations,  a motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  close  nominations.  The  vote 
was  unanimous.  A motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the  Town  Clerk  cast  one  vote.  The 
Town  Clerk  cast  her  vote;  Irwin  Smith  was  declared  Temporary  Moderator.  The  oath  of  office 
was  administered  and  business  was  continued.  The  Town  voted  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  1. 

The  Town  voted  to  amend  its  Zoning  Bylaws  by  striking  in  its  entirety.  Section  V of  the 
Zoning  Bylaws,  "Apartment  Regulations",  and  adopting  in  its  place  the  following  Limited 
Density  Residential  Development  Bylaw: 

♦♦Article  1 was  amended  and  seconded  as  follows:  (Section  3A,  Tract  Size) 

Tract  size:  maximum  fifty  (50)  acres  in  VR  (village  residential)  and  CB  (central 
business)  zones  with  no  two  (2)  fifty  (50)  acre  tracts  next  to  each  other.  A tract  bisected  by 
a public  way  shall  be  deemed  two  tracts. 

Amendment  passed  by  a majority  voice  vote! 
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The  main  motion  was  then  voted  on  as  follows: 


1 INTENT 

This  By-law  seeks  to  protect  and  enhance  the  rural  character  of  the  Town  of  Douglas 
by  encouraging  the  orderly  development  of  limited  density  residential  developments,  and 
regulating  such  growth.  To  this  end,  it  shall  be  determined  that  a proposed  development 
offered  hereunder: 

1 . Promotes  the  most  efficient  use  of  land  in  harmony  with  its  natural  features. 

2.  Encourages  the  preservation  of  open  land  for  conservation,  agriculture,  open  space 
and  recreational  uses. 

3.  Preserves  historical  and  archaeological  resources. 

4.  Protects  existing  and  potential  water  supplies  and/or 

5.  Protects  and  promotes  the  health,  safety,  and  convenience  and  general  welfare  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Douglas. 

1.1  Objectives 

In  all  actions  taken  hereunder  the  Planning  Board  and  its  advisors  shall  be  guided  by 
the  following  policy: 

A.  To  provide  safe  and  comfortable  dwelling  units  for  all  purposes  irregardless  of  race, 
creed,  or  income  level. 

B.  To  insure  proper  use  and  conservation  of  land  and  its  environment  and  by  relating 
proposed  development  to  the  natural  and  man-made  features  and  conditions  of  the 
site,  including: 

1 . Slope  and  topography. 

2.  Surface  and  sub-surface  bedrock  and  soil  drainage  conditions. 

3.  Location  with  respect  to  adjacent  streets  and  buildings. 

4.  Vegetative  cover,  bodies  of  water  and  wetlands. 

5.  Other  features  of  recognized  conservation  or  historical  significance. 

C.  To  encourage  owners  and  developers  to  design  and  build  high  quality  structures  with 
accompanying  conveniences  and  appropriate  site  development  by  promoting  proper 
consideration  of  physical  planning  factors  such  as: 


1. 


Recreational  areas  and  facilities. 


2.  Outdoor  lighting  and  screening  thereof. 

3.  Parking  areas,  driveways,  streets,  and  traffic  flows. 

4.  Protection  of  open  space  including  wooded  and  wetland  areas. 

5.  Suitable  placement  of  buildings  and  facilities  in  relation  to  the  site  and 

surrounding  influences. 

6.  Design  and  layout  of  building  interiors  and  exteriors. 

7.  Adequacy  of  tenant  services  and  conveniences. 

D.  To  promote  orderly  physical,  social,  and  economic  development  in  the  Town  of 
Douglas. 

2 SPECIAL  PERMIT  GRANTING  AUTHORITY 

The  Planning  Board  is  hereby  designated  as  the  Special  Permit  granting  authority  for 
all  purposes  under  this  section  and  shall  adopt  rules  and  regulations  with  respect  to  the 
administration  of  applications  under  the  Section  of  the  Zoning  By-laws. 

2.1  Definitions 

In  addition  to  the  definitions  contained  elsewhere  in  the  Zoning  By-laws,  the  following 
shall  apply  for  purposes  of  this  section: 

A.  Homes  association:  A corporation,  trust  or  unincorporated  association,  the  member- 
ship of  which  consists  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  dwelling  units  within  the  tract,  which 
shall  own  and/or  manage  all  interior  ways  and  the  land  not  occupied  by  the  residential 
units  including  facilities  and  structures  there-on,  in  perpetuity. 

B.  Open  land:  All  land  within  the  tract  not  occupied  by  structures  or  interior  vehicular 
ways  or  parking  areas. 

C.  Common  land:  All  Open  land,  interior  ways,  permitted  supporting  facilities  and  land 
on  which  such  supporting  facilities  are  located. 

D.  Board:  Planning  Board,  Town  of  Douglas. 

E.  Buffer:  A perimeter  area  of  the  tract  designed  to  separate  the  proposed  development 
from  abutting  properties. 


F.  Interior  way:  A way  providing  vehicular  access  within  the  tract,  not  including  parking 
spaces  or  individual  unit  driveways. 

G.  Tract:  Single  parcel  or  group  of  contiguous  parcels  under  common  ownership  or 
proposed  for  common  ownership. 

H.  Building  area:  The  total  ground  area,  taken  on  a horizontal  plane  at  the  finished  grade 
level,  of  each  building  and  accessory  building,  but  not  including  uncovered  entrance 
platforms,  terraces,  and  steps. 

I.  Floor  area:  The  total  floor  area  of  one  dwelling  unit  within  its  exterior  or  common 
enclosing  walls,  exclusive  of  basement 

J.  Lot  area:  Area  within  a lot,  including  land  over  which  easements  have  been  granted, 
but  not  including  any  land  within  the  limits  of  a street  upon  which  such  lot  abuts,  even 
if  fee  to  such  street  is  in  the  owner  of  the  lot  except  that  if  a comer  lot  has  its  comer 
bounded  by  a curved  line  connecting  other  street  lines  which,  if  extended,  would 
intersect  the  area  may  be  computed  as  if  such  boundary  lines  were  so  extended. 

K.  Basement:  A portion  of  a building  which  is  partly  below  and  partly  above  grade  and 
having  at  least  one-half  (1/2)  its  height  above  grade. 

L.  Cellar:  That  portion  of  a building  which  is  partly  or  completely  below  grade  and 
having  at  least  one-half  (1/2)  its  height  below  grade. 

M.  Grade:  A reference  plane  representing  the  average  of  finished  ground  level  adjoining 
the  building  at  all  exterior  walls. 

N.  B uilding  height:  The  vertical  distance  measured  from  the  mean  finished  grade  of  the 
ground  adjoining  the  building,  or  the  lowest  finished  grade  under  sloping  conditions 
as  outlined  in  section  3,  "Sloping  conditions",  hereof  to  the  highest  point  of  the  roof 
for  flatroofs,  to  the  deck  line  on  mansard  roofs,  and  to  the  mean  height  between  eaves 
and  ridge  for  gable,  hip,  and  gambrel  roofs. 

O.  Half  story:  Any  place  (not  living  space)  under  the  gable,  hip,  or  gambrel  roof,  the  floor 
of  which  is  not  more  than  two  feet  below  the  plate. 

P.  Screening:  A natural  or  constructed  buffer  that  will  serve  to  reduce  noise  levels, 
odors,  and/or  act  as  an  appropriate  visual  barrier  of  such  size,  kind,  and  locations  as 
will  protect  the  public,  the  neighboring  properties  and  the  occupants  of  the  site. 

Q.  Story:  The  portion  of  a building,  excepting  any  basement  or  half-story,  contained 
between  the  floor  and  the  floor  or  roof  next  above  it. 


R.  Wetland:  Areas  subject  to  protection  under  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  310  CMR 
10:02  (1),  and  the  Douglas  Wetlands  bylaw. 

3 MINIMUM  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  INITIAL  REVIEW 

A.  Tract  size:  Maximum  fifty  (50)  acres  in  the  VR  (village  residential)  and  CB  (central 
business)  zones  with  no  two  (2)  fifty  (50)  acre  tracts  next  to  each  other.  A tract 
bisected  by  a public  way  shall  be  deemed  two  tracts. 

C.  Layout:  Structures  shall  be  no  closer  than  seventy-five  (75)  feet  to  an  adjacent 
structure.  No  structure  shall  be  closer  than  fifty  (50)  feet  to  an  interior  way. 

D.  Utilities:  Each  structure  shall  be  served  by  public  water  and  sewerage.  All  electric, 
telephone  and  other  utilities  shall  be  underground. 

E.  Design:  Each  structure  shall  not  exceed  thirty-five  (35)  feet  in  height  nor  contain  less 
than  two  (2)  dwelling  unit  and  no  more  than  twenty  (20)  dwelling  units.  The  exterior 
design  shall  reflect  the  rural  residential  character  of  Douglas  and  achieve  architec- 
tural diversity.  The  interior  design  of  the  dwelling  units  shall  be  limited  to  two 
bedrooms,  except  that  up  to  five  per  cent  of  the  units  may  contain  three  bedrooms. 

F.  Parking:  There  will  be  a minimum  of  2.5  parking  spaces  for  each  dwelling  unit.  A 
one-car  garage  shall  be  deemed  one  parking  space. 

G.  Interior  way:  Access  within  the  tract  shall  consist  of  vehicular  ways  of  minimum  24 
foot  paved  width  and  shall  otherwise  be  constructed  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  "Rules  and  Regulations  Governing  the  Subdivision  of  Land  in  the 
Town  of  Douglas." 

H.  Open  land:  At  least  forty  (40  percent  of  the  tract  area  shall  be  maintained  as  open  land. 
No  more  than  fifty  (50)  percent  of  the  Open  land  shall  be  wetlands  and/or  land  with 
slopes  in  excess  of  3:1. 

I.  Further  subdivision:  There  shall  be  no  further  subdivision  of  the  tract  proposed. 

J.  Construction  activity:  There  shall  be  no  residential  structures  built  within  one 
hundred  (100)  feet  of  wetlands.  Accessory  structures  within  this  100  feet  may  be 
built,  only  with  the  approval  of  the  Planning  board  and  necessary  approval  from  the 
Conservation  Commission. 

K.  Buffer:  There  shall  be  a perimeter  buffer  of  no  less  than  fifty  (50)  feet  and  no  more 
than  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  feet  preserved  in  a natural  state  or  planted  with  a 
mixture  of  coniferous  and  deciduous  trees  and  shrubs.  The  Board  may  adjust  these 
requirements  to  protect  unique  physical,  historical,  or  other  significant  features  of  the 
tract. 


L.  Supporting  facilities:  In  addition  to  residential  structures,  structures  and  facilities 
supporting  recreational  or  maintenance  use  may  be  permitted  in  an  appropriate 
proportion  to  the  development  Such  new  structures  shall  not  exceed  25  feet  in  height 

M.  Ownership  and  maintenance  responsibility:  All  common  land  and  facilities  shall  be 
owned  and  maintained  by  a private  corporation,  in  the  form  of  a Homes  Association, 
as  set  forth  in  Mass.  General  Laws,  Chapter  40A,  Section  9.  The  Town  shall  not  be 
responsible  for  such  ownership  or  maintenance. 

N.  Building  height:  No  building  shall  exceed  two  and  one  half  stories  in  height 
exclusive  of  basements,  nor  thirty-five  (35)  feet  in  height  No  more  than  two  (2) 
stories  shall  be  allowed  for  living  space. 

O.  Screening:  All  sewerage  facilities,  service  areas  and  equipment,  conveniences  and 
recreational  areas  shall  have  screening  as  required. 


P.  Environmental  protection:  There  shall  be  no  filling,  draining,  altering,  or  relocating 
of  any  stream,  lake,  pond,  or  wetland  except  that  performed  in  full  compliance  with 
applicable  laws,  the  requirements  of  all  pertinent  governmental  agencies,  and  the 
requirements  and  recommendations  of  the  Planning  Board. 

Q.  Exterior  antennas:  Outdoor  antennas  or  other  apparatus  for  radio  or  television 
reception  or  transmission  are  forbidden,  except  that  master  antennas  serving  multiple 
numbers  of  dwellings  may  be  allowed  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Planning  Board. 

R.  Exterior  lighting  and  screening:  Non-glaring  exterior  lighting  shall  be  planned, 
installed,  and  operated  so  as  to  best  serve  each  dwelling.  Parking  area,  drives,  and 
other  roadways  shall  be  desi gned  and  landscaped  so  as  to  insure  that  all  dwelling  units 
are  screened  from  motor  vehicle  headlights. 

S.  Landscaping:  The  site  shall  be  preserved  and  enhanced  by  retaining  and  protecting 
trees,  shrubs,  ground  cover,  stone  walls,  and  other  site  features  insofar  as  practical. 
Additional  plant  material  shall  be  added  for  privacy,  shade,  beauty  of  dwellings  and 
grounds  and  to  screen  out  objectionable  features. 

T.  Recreation:  Suitable  outdoor  recreation  space,  with  adequate  provisions  for  both 
adult  and  child  activities  of  at  least  three  hundred  (300)  square  feet  per  bedroom  shall 
be  created  and  properly  maintained. 

U.  Rubbish  disposal:  Rubbish  and  garbage  disposal  facilities  with  screening  shall  be 
provided  in  full  conformity  with  all  applicable  health  or  other  laws  and  regulations, 
and  shall  be  protected  against  scattering  of  contents,  rodents,  or  other  unhealthy 
infestation  or  conditions,  and  odor  transmission. 


V.  Sloping  conditions:  No  living  space  shall  be  below  ground  except  that  under  sloping 
conditions,  dwelling  units  may  be  constructed  if  the  story  housing  such  units  does  not 
have: 

1 . More  than  fifty  (50)  percent  of  its  exterior  wall  facing  the  upper  slope  below  the 
grade  of  that  slope. 

2.  Any  portion  of  its  exterior  wall  facing  the  lower  slope  below  the  grade  of  that 
slope. 

3 . More  than  twenty-five  (25)  percent  of  the  total  area  of  all  its  exterior  walls  below 
any  grade. 

4 PROCEDURE  FOR  APPLICATION 
AND  REVIEW  BY  PLANNING  BOARD 

Any  person  who  desires  a Special  Permit  under  this  section  shall  submit  an  application, 
including  all  supporting  documents,  in  writing  to  the  Board  in  such  form  and  number  as  the 
Board  may  require. 

4.1  Plan  Requirements 

Application  for  a special  permit  under  this  Section  shall  be  accompanied  by  a Plan 
which  shall  show  all  of  the  information  required  for  a Definitive  Subdivision  Plan  as  specified 
in  the  Subdivision  Rules  and  Regulations. 

4.2  Other  Requirements 

The  application  shall  also  include  other  information  the  Board  may  require,  including 
but  not  limited  to: 

A.  Proposed  building  plans  of  a general  nature  to  indicate  building  elevations,  a plan 
view  configuration  of  all  individual  dwelling  layouts,  and  a landscaping  plan 
addressing  the  preservation  of  natural  features  of  the  site  for  ecological  and  environ- 
mental reasons. 

B.  Proposed  informational,  identification,  and  directional  signage. 

C.  Proposed  features  relating  to  safety  including  but  not  limited  to,  proposed  street 
names,  unit  and  structure  numbering  sequence,  street  and  exterior  lighting,  and 
screened  trash  collection  facilities. 


D.  Environmental  and  traffic  impact  studies. 


E.  All  proposed  instruments  to  be  recorded  with  the  plans,  including  the  Open  Land 
perpetual  restriction,  the  Homes  Association  articles  of  incorporation  including 
provision  for  ownership  and  maintenance  of  Open  Land  and  Common  Land  and 
Facilities,  and  a typical  deed  for  transfer  of  individual  interests. 

F.  A Development  S tatement  which  shall  consist  of  a list  of  parties  of  interest,  the  names 
of  the  development  team,  a long  range  plan  for  maintaining  the  development  after 
construction,  including  provision  for  a permanent  organization  responsible  for  such 
maintenance,  measures  to  guarantee  construction  in  accordance  with  the  plan  which 
may  include  but  are  not  limited  to  cash  deposits,  bonds,  covenants  easements  and 
grants  which  are  enforceable  by  the  town  and  will  oblige  in  a like  manner  subsequent 
holders  of  all  or  part  of  the  applicant’s  interest  and  which  is  in  a form  and  amount 
satisfactory  to  the  Planning  Board. 

No  application  shall  be  considered  complete  until  the  Planning  Board  has  in  its 
possession  all  items  listed  above. 

The  Planning  Board  must  have  written  notice  within  14  days  of  any  changes  in 
principals  as  listed  in  the  Development  Statement 

5 REVIEW  BY  OTHER  BOARDS 

The  Planning  Board  shall  forward  copies  of  the  application  and  plan,  including  all 
supporting  documents  to  the  following  boards  and  agencies  which  may  review  it  jointly  or 
separately;  Board  of  Health,  Conservation  Commission,  Building  Inspector,  Police  Depart- 
ment Highway  Department,  Fire  Department  Earth  Removal  Board,  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Sewer  Commission,  and  the  Water  Commission. 

Each  such  board  or  agency  shall  submit  such  comments  or  recommendations  as  it 
deems  appropriate  to  the  Board  with  copy  to  the  Applicant.  Failure  to  make  recommendations 
within  thirty  (30)  days  of  receipt  of  the  application  shall  be  deemed  lack  of  opposition. 

6 HOME  ASSOCIATION 

The  developer,  in  deeding  rights  of  ownership  to  individual  dwelling  units,  shall 
include  beneficial  rights  to  all  Common  Land  and  Facilities.  He  shall  ensure  through  deed 
restrictions  that  Open  Land  be  kept  in  an  open  or  natural  state  and  not  be  built  upon  for 
residential  use  or  developed  for  accessory  uses  such  as  parking  or  Interior  ways.  In  addition, 
the  developer  shall  be  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Common  Land  and  Facilities 
until  such  time  as  a Homes  Association  is  able  to  assume  such  responsibility.  In  order  to 
insure  that  the  Association  will  properly  maintain  the  land  deeded  to  it  under  this  section,  the 
developer  shall  cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  Worcester  County  Registry  of  Deeds  a Declaration 
of  Covenants  and  Restrictions  which  shall,  a a minimum,  provide  for  the  following. 

1.  Mandatory  membership  in  an  established  Homes  Association  as  a requirement 
of  individual  ownership  of  any  dwelling  unit  within  the  tract. 
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2.  Provisions  for  maintenance  assessments  on  all  individual  dwelling  units  in  order 
to  ensure  that  the  Common  Land  and  Facilities  be  maintained  in  perpetuity  in  a 
condition  suitable  for  the  uses  approved  by  the  Homes  Association.  Failure  to 
pay  such  an  assessment  shall  create  a lien  on  the  property  assessed,  enforceable 
by  either  the  Homes  Association  or  the  owner  of  any  individual  dwelling  unit 
membership  in  the  Homes  Association. 

3.  Provision  which  so  far  as  possible  under  existing  law,  will  ensure  that  the 
restrictions  placed  on  the  use  of  the  Open  Land  will  not  terminate  by  operation 
of  law. 

The  Homes  Association  shall  be  structured  as  an  entity  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  an  instrument  shall  be  recorded  at  Worcester 
County  Registry  of  Deeds,  which  shall  as  a minimum  provide: 

A.  The  type  and  name  of  the  Homes  Association  which  will  own,  manage,  and  maintain 
the  Common  Land  and  Facilities  in  perpetuity. 

B.  The  ownership  or  beneficial  interest  in  the  Homes  Association  of  each  owner  of  a 
dwelling  unit  and  a provision  that  such  ownership  or  beneficial  interest  shall  be 
appurtenant  to  the  dwelling  to  which  it  relates  and  may  not  be  conveyed  or 
encumbered  separately  there  from. 

C.  Provisions  for  the  number,  term  of  office,  and  manner  of  election  to  office,  removal 
from  office,  and  the  filling  of  vacancies  in  the  office  of  directors  and/or  officers  of 
the  Homes  Association. 

D.  Procedures  for  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  and  business  of  the  Homes  Association 
including  provision  for  the  calling  and  holding  of  meetings  of  members  and  directors 
and/or  officers  of  the  Homes  Association  and  provision  for  quorum  and  voting 
requirements  for  action  to  be  taken.  Each  owner  of  a dwelling  unit  shall  have  voting 
rights  proportional  to  his  ownership  or  beneficial  interest  in  the  Homes  Association. 

E.  A legal  description  of  the  Common  Land  with  separate  descriptions  of  the  Open  Land, 
Interior  ways,  and  Common  Facilities,  existing  or  future. 

F.  A statement  of  the  purposes  for  which  the  Common  Land  is  intended  to  be  used  and 
the  restrictions  on  its  use. 

G.  Provision  for  the  management,  maintenance,  operation,  improvement  and  repair  of 
the  Common  Land  and  Facilities  including  provisions  for  obtaining  and  maintaining 
adequate  insurance  and  levying  and  collecting  from  the  dwelling  owners  common 
charges  to  pay  for  expenses  associated  with  the  Common  Land  and  Facilities, 
including  real  estate  taxes.  It  shall  be  provided  that  common  charges  are  to  be 


allocated  among  the  dwelling  unit  owners  in  proportion  to  their  ownership  or 
beneficial  interest  in  the  Homes  Association  and  that  each  dwelling  unit  owner’s 
share  of  the  common  charge  shall  be  a lien  against  his  real  estate  in  the  development, 
which  shall  have  a priority  over  all  other  liens  with  the  exception  of  municipal  liens 
and  first  mortgages  of  record. 

H.  The  method  by  which  such  instrument  or  instruments  may  be  amended. 

I.  The  Homes  Association  will  register  it’s  officers  annually  with  the  Town  Clerk  of 
Douglas. 

7 HEARING 

Following  filing  of  the  Application  with  the  Board,  with  a copy  to  the  Town  Clerk,  the 
Board  shall  advertise  and  hold  a Public  Hearing  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
Chapter  40A,  Sections  9 and  1 1 . Within  90  days  following  the  public  hearing,  the  Board  shall 
act  on  the  application  for  Special  Permit  Failure  of  the  Board  to  take  final  action  as  above 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  approval  of  the  application  unless. 

Unfavorable  action  by  the  Board  shall  cause  the  applicant  to  be  governed  by  Chapter 
40 A,  Section  16,  with  regard  to  Repetitive  Petitions. 

8 FEE  SCHEDULE  AND  SECURITY 

A.  Applicant  shall,  with  initial  submittal  of  his  application  for  a Special  Permit,  include 
a fee  set  by  the  Planning  Board  to  cover  the  cost  of  professional  review  of  Plans,  and 
legal  review  as  necessary.  An  additional  fee  will  be  required  for  inspection  of  interior 
way  construction  and  other  required  Site  improvements. 

B.  Prior  to  issuance  of  Building  Permits  pursuant  to  any  Special  Permit  granted  under 
this  section,  applicant  shall  provide  performance  security  in  a form  acceptable  to  the 
Board  and  an  amount  to  be  determined  to  assure  the  completion  of  interior  ways  and 
required  site  improvements. 

C.  All  fees  tendered  to  the  Board  are  non-refundable  and  shall  be  by  certified  check  or 
money  order  made  out  to  ‘Town  of  Douglas  — Planning  Board  Account”.  No  cash 
will  be  accepted. 

9 ADMINISTRATION 

A.  Enforcement  of  the  building  which  takes  place  under  this  section  shall  be  by  the 
Building  Inspector  or  a duly  appointed  inspector  working  for  the  Building  depart- 
ment 

B.  If  a Special  Permit  is  granted  under  this  Section,  substantial  performance  must 
commence  within  six  months.  Time  of  completion  of  all  phases  of  construction  shall 
be  determined  by  the  Board  and  stated  as  a condition  of  granting  the  permit.  Should 


the  substantial  performance  fail  to  commence,  the  Special  Permit  shall  be  revoked 
and  the  land  returned  to  the  normally  applicable  density  regulations  of  the  zoning  by- 
law unless  applicant  has  received  a written  extension  from  the  Board,  such  extension 
being  of  six  months  duration. 

C.  The  Building  Inspector  and/or  Planning  Board  agents  shall  periodically  inspect 
progress  and  compliance  with  this  by-law  and  shall  take  whatever  actions  may  be 
necessary  in  the  event  of  non-compliance.  No  required  performance  bond  or  other 
security  shall  be  released  nor  shall  occupancy  permits  be  granted  until  the  Conser- 
vation Commission,  Highway  supervisor,  and  Board  of  Health  shall  have  notified  the 
Board  that  the  development  conforms  in  all  respects  to  those  requirements  for  which 
each  is  responsible.  No  title  to  any  dwelling  unit  shall  pass  nor  shall  any  beneficial 
rights  to  Open  Land  be  granted  until  the  requirements  of  individual  Certificates  of 
Occupancy  and  Certificates  of  Compliance  have  been  issued.  Certificates  of  Occu- 
pancy shall  only  be  issued  to  cover  an  entire  structure  and  not  any  single  dwelling  unit 
therein. 

D.  Should  completion  of  the  development  fail  to  occur  within  the  time  stated  in  the 
Special  Permit,  all  securities  held  shall  be  called  and  the  Town  of  Douglas  or  its 
agents  may  enter  the  premises  to  engage  in  and  complete  such  works  as  will,  as 
deemed  necessary,  bring  the  development  to  a state  acceptable  to  state  and  local 
regulations. 

10  PRE-EXISTING  LOT  EXCLUSION 

Pre-existing  minimum  sized  building  lots  in  the  VR  zone  (20000  square  feet),  in 
existence  prior  to  the  first  publication  of  notice  of  Public  Hearing  for  this  bylaw  are  exempt 
from  sections  3.B  (density)  and  3.K  (buffer)  as  outlined  in  the  Limited  Density  Bylaw. 

These  lots  may  continue  to  be  used  for  duplex  construction  at  a density  of  four  (4) 
dwelling  units  per  acre  utilizing  single  family  dimensional  requirements  as  outlined  in 
section  4.02  of  the  Zoning  Bylaws. 

11  CONFLICT  WITH  OTHER  BYLAWS 

This  bylaw  shall  not  repeal,  annul,  or  in  any  way  impair  or  remove  the  necessity  of 
compliance  with  any  other  bylaw,  ordinance,  law  or  regulation.  Where  this  bylaw  and  another 
impose  differing  standards,  the  provisions  of  the  more  stringent  Bylaw  shall  prevail. 

If  any  section  of  this  bylaw  is  found  to  be  invalid,  all  others  will  continue  to  be  valid.

We  have  examined  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Douglas  as  of  June  30,  1986  and  for  the  year  then  ended,  as  listed  in  the 
table  of  contents.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  auditing  standards  and,  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  the 
accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered 
necessary  in. the  circumstances. 

As  discussed  in  Note  2,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  do  not 
include  a general  fixed  assets  account  group  as  required  by  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles.  The  amount  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  general 
fixed  assets  account  group  is  unknown. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effects  of  the  departure  from  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  referred  to  above,  the  general  purposes 
financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly  the  financial  position 
of  the  Town  of  Douglas  at  June  30,  1986,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles  which,  except  for  the  changes,  with  which  we  concur,  as 
described  in  Note  10  to  the  financial  statements,  have  been  applied  on  a basis 
consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a whole.  The  combining,  individual  fund 
financial  statements  and  schedules  listed  in  the  table  of  contents  are 
presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not  a required  part  of 
the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Douglas.  Such 
information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the 
examination  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion, 
is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  taken  as  a whole.

NOTES  TO  GENERAL  PURPOSE  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 


1 - FINANCIAL  STATEMENT  PRESENTATION 

The  general  purpose  financial  statements  present  information 
on  organizations  and  activities  of  the  Town  of  Douglas,  Massachusetts  for 
which  the  Board  of  Selectmen  have  oversight  responsibility.  The  criteria,  as 
established  by  Governmental  Accounting  Standards  Board,  for  inclusion  of 
organizations  and  activities  in  the  oversight  entity's  general  purpose 
financial  statements  are:  selection  of  governing  authority,  designation  of 
management,  ability  to  significantly  influence  operations,  accountability  over 
fiscal  matters  and  scope  of  public  service.  The  inclusion  of  organizations 
and  activities  in  the  Town's  general  purpose  financial  statements  does  not 
affect  their  separate  legal  standing. 

Financial  reporting  entity 

The  Town  of  Douglas,  for  financial  reporting  purposes, 
includes  all  of  the  funds  and  account  groups  relevant  to  the  operations 
of  the  Town  of  Douglas. 


2 - SUMMARY.  QE.. SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

Basis  of  presentation 

The  financial  condition  and  results  of  operations  of  the 
Town's  funds  are  presented  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1986. 
The  accounting  policies  of  the  Town  conform  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles,  except  that  the  Town  does  not  report  general 
fixed  asset  group  of  accounts  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles. 

Fund  accounting 

Transactions  are  recorded  in  the  funds  and  account  group 
described  below.  The  operations  of  each  fund  are  accounted  for  with  a 
set  of  self-balancing  accounts  that  comprise  its  assets,  liabilities, 
fund  equity,  revenues,  and  expenditures  and  other  financing  sources  and 
uses.  Transactions  between  funds  within  a fund  type,  if  any,  have  been 
eliminated.  The  funds  and  account  group  are  organized  into  three 
categories  as  follows: 

Governmental  fund  types 

Governmental  funds  are  those  through  which  most  governmental 
functions  are  financed.  The  acquisition,  use  and  balances  of 
expendable  financial  resources  and  the  related  liabilities  are 
accounted  for  through  governmental  funds.  The  measurement  focus  is 
on  determination  of  changes  in  financial  position,  rather  than  on 
net  income.  The  governmental  fund  types  are  as  follows:

2 - SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES  (Continued) 

General  fund  - This  fund  is  the  general  operating  fund  of  the  Town. 

It  is  used  to  account  for  all  financial  resources  except  those 
required  to  be  accounted  for  in  other  funds. 

Special  revenue  funds  - These  funds  are  used  to  account  for  the 
proceeds  of  specific  revenue  sources  (other  than  expendable  trusts 
and  capital  projects)  that  are  legally  restricted  to  expenditures  for 
specified  purposes. 

Capital  projects  funds  - These  funds  are  used  to  account  for  financial 
resources  to  be  used  for  the  acquisition  or  construction  of  major 
capital  facilities  (other  than  those  financed  by  proprietary  funds 
and  trust  funds).  Such  resources  are  derived  principally  from 
proceeds  of  general  obligation  bonds  and  from  federal  and  state 
grants. 

Fiduciary,  fund  types 

Fiduciary  funds  are  used  to  account  for  assets  held  in  a 
trustee  capacity  (Trust  Funds)  or  as  an  agent  (Agency  Funds)  for 
individuals,  private  organizations,  other  governmental  units,  and/or 
other  funds.  Trust  funds  include  expendable  trust  funds. 

Account  group 

The  general  long-term  obligations  account  group  is  used  to 
establish  control  and  accountability  for  general  long-term  obligations 
of  the  Town. 

Basis  of  accounting 

Governmental  fund  types  and  expendable  trust  funds  are 
accounted  for  on  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting.  Revenues  are 
recorded  in  the  accounting  period  when  susceptible  to  accrual  (i.e., 
both  measurable  and  available).  Available  means  expected  to  be 
collectible  within  the  current  period  or  soon  enough  thereafter  to  be 
used  to  pay  liabilities  of  the  current  period.  In  applying  this 
principle,  the  Town  accrues  as  revenue  the  amount  of  property  taxes  due 
to  the  Town  prior  to  year-end  and  collected  within  60  days  after  the  end 
of  its  fiscal  year.  All  other  revenues,  except  investment  income,  are 
recorded  when  cash  is  received.  Investment  income  is  accrued  as  it  is 
earned.  Expenditures,  other  than  interest  on  long-term  debt,  judgments 
and  claims,  and  sick  and  vacation  pay  are  recorded  in  the  accounting 
period  that  the  liability  is  incurred.  Interest  on  long-term  debt  is 
expensed  when  due.  Judgments  and  claims  are  expensed  when  the  related 
matter  is  settled  or  adjudicated.  The  Town's  sick  and  vacation  pay 
expenditures  are  recognized  when  paid.

2 - SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES  (Continued) 

Cash  and  short-term  investments 

The  Town  follows  the  practice  of  pooling  cash  and  short-term 
investments  of  the  general  fund  and  certain  special  revenue  funds.  All 
interest  earned  on  pooled  cash  is  allocated  to  the  respective  fund. 
Short-term  investments  consist  of  certificates  of  deposits  and  money 
market  accounts.  Short-term  investments  are  stated  at  cost  plus  accrued 
interest. 

lDyfiatQ£iaa_fl£-fiiiPElies 

Supplies  are  considered  to  be  expenditures  at  the  time  of 
purchase  and  are  not  included  in  the  statement  of  financial  position  as 
inventories . 

Accrued. .a ick_  and  vacation 

Under  various  union  contracts*  Town  employees  are  allowed  to 
accumulate  unused  sick  time  from  year  to  year.  The  Town  is  obligated  at 
the  time  of  an  employee's  retirement  to  "buy  back"  a portion  of  the 
unused  sick  time.  The  amounts  of  sick  and  vacation  costs  which  are  due 
and  payable  are  recorded  in  the  General  Long-Term  Obligations  Account 
Group.  The  amount  recorded  is  the  employees  unused  days  earned  at  the 
current  rate  of  pay. 

Deferred  revenue 

Deferred  revenue  is  recognized  for  receivables,  net  of 
allowances  for  uncollectible  amounts,  which  are  measurable  but  not 
available  to  finance  current  operations. 

Encumbraoces  and  continuing  appropriations 

Encumbrance  accounting,  under  which  purchase  orders,  contracts 
and  other  commitments  for  expenditure  of  funds  are  recorded  to  reserve 
that  portion  of  the  applicable  appropriation,  is  employed  in  the 
governmental  fund  types  as  a significant  aspect  of  budgetary  control. 

Unencumbered  appropriations  which  are  carried  over  to  the 
ensuing  fiscal  year  are  reported  as  "continuing  appropriations". 
Continuing  appropriations  represent  amounts  appropriated  for  specific 
programs  or  projects  which  were  not  completed  during  the  fiscal  year. 

Encumbrances  and  continuing  appropriations  are  reported  as 
reservations  of  fund  balances  in  the  accompanying  balance  sheet  because 
they  do  not  constitute  expenditures  or  liabilities.  Encumbrances  are 
combined  with  expenditures  for  budgetary  comparison  purposes  (see 
note  U).

General  fixed  assets 

Generally  accepted  accounting  principles  require  the  Town  to 
maintain  a general  fixed  asset  group  of  accounts.  No  such  accounts  are 
required  to  be  maintained  under  the  Uniform  Municipal  Accounting 
System.  Assets  purchased  are  recorded  as  expenditures  of  the  acquiring 
fund. 

Total  (memorandum  only)  columns  on  general  purpose  statements 

Total  (memorandum  only)  columns  on  the  general  purpose 
statements  are  presented  to  aggregate  financial  data  of  the  fund  types 
and  account  group.  No  consolidating  or  eliminating  entries  were  made  in 
arriving  at  the  totals;  thus  they  do  not  present  consolidated 
information. 

Accrued  judgments  and  claims 

Estimated  losses  from  judgments  and  claims  are  recorded  as 
liabilities  if  the  loss  is  probable  and  amounts  can  be  reasonably 
estimated.  Governmental  type  funds  follow  the  practice  of  recording 
losses  from  judgments  and  claims  as  a fund  liability  in  instances  where 
a matter  has  been  settled  or  adjudicated.  The  remaining  estimated 
losses,  if  any,  are  recorded  as  liabilities  in  the  General  Long-term 
Obligations  Account  Group. 

FrQpertY-.tflgfifl 

Real  and  personal  property  taxes  are  based  on  values  assessed 
as  of  each  January  1 and  are  normally  due  on  the  subsequent  November  1 
and  May  1.  By  law,  all  taxable  property  in  the  Commonwealth  must  be 
assessed  at  100%  of  fair  cash  value.  Taxes  due  and  unpaid  after  the 
respective  due  dates  are  subject  to  interest  and  penalties.  The  Town 
has  an  ultimate  right  to  foreclose  on  property  for  which  taxes  have  not 
been  paid.  Property  taxes  levied  are  recorded  as  receivables,  net  of 
estimated  uncollectibles,  in  the  fiscal  year  of  the  levy.  Property  tax 
revenues  are  recorded  in  accordance  with  the  modified  accrual  basis  of 
accounting  as  previously  described. 

A statewide  tax  limitation  statute  known  as  "Proposition  2-1/2" 
limits  the  property  tax  levy  to  an  amount  equal  to  2-1/2%  of  the  value 
of  all  taxable  property  in  the  Town.  A secondary  limitation  is  that  the 
levy  in  a fiscal  year  may  not  exceed  the  preceding  year's  allowable  tax 
levy  by  more  than  2-1/2%,  plus  taxes  levied  on  certain  property  newly 
added  to  the  tax  rolls.  Certain  Proposition  2-1/2  taxing  limitations 
can  be  overridden  by  a town-wide  referendum  vote.

2 - SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES  (Continued) 

The  Town  must  establish  its  property  tax  rate  each  year  so 
that  the  resulting  property  tax  levy  will  comply  with  the  limits 
required  by  Proposition  2-1/2  and  also  constitute  that  amount  which  will 
equal  the  sum  of  (a)  the  aggregate  of  all  annual  appropriations  for 
expenditures,  plus  (b)  provision  for  the  prior  fiscal  year's  deficits, 
if  any,  less  (c)  the  aggregate  of  all  non-property  tax  revenues 
projected  to  be  received  by  the  Town,  including  available  funds. 


3 - PENSION..  PLANS 

The  Town  provides  pension  benefits  for  substantially  all 
employees  except  School  Department  employees  through  a contributory  retirement 
system  under  the  Massachusetts  Contributory  Retirement  Law.  This  law 
prescribes  the  formula  for  computing  retirement  allowances.  Retirement 
allowances  are  paid  from  employee  contributions  and  Town  funding.  Employee 
contributions  constitute  an  annuity  fund  from  which  a portion  of  the 
retirement  allowance  is  paid.  The  remaining  portion  is  paid  by  the  Town  on  a 
pay-as-you-go  basis  as  directed  by  the  State  Division  of  Insurance  through  the 
County's  Retirement  Board.  Generally  accepted  accounting  principles  require 
that  pension  costs  be  determined  on  an  actuarial  basis.  The  total  pension 
expense  for  the  year  was  $66,181. 

The  majority  of  the  employees  of  the  School  Department 
participate  in  a contributory  retirement  plan  administered  by  the 
Massachusetts  Teachers'  Retirement  Board.  The  Town  does  not  contribute  to  the 
plan. 

U - BUPGEIARY  BASIS  Of  ACCOUNTING 

The  Town  follows  the  following  procedures  in  establishing  the 
budgetary  data  reflected  in  the  financial  statements: 

(a)  Prior  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
submits  a proposed  operating  budget  to  the  Finance  Committee 
for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  the  following  July  1.  The 
operating  budget  includes  proposed  expenditures  and  the  means 
of  financing  them. 

(b)  At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  Finance  Committee  makes  the 
recommendation  to  the  voters  of  their  concurrance  or 
non-concurrance  with  the  articles.  The  voters  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  then  vote  to  accept  or  reject  the  proposed  budget 
articles . 

(c)  On  July  1,  the  budget  is  legally  enacted.

4 - BUDGETARY  BASIS  OF  ACCOUNTING  (Continued) 

(d)  The  Board  of  Assessors  will  submit  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts'  Department  of  Revenue  the  Town's  Tax 
Recapulatory  Sheet.  This  sheet  denotes  the  appropriations 
passed  by  the  Town  voters,  sources  of  estimated  revenues  and 
the  proposed  tax  revenues  to  be  raised.  The  Commonwealth's 
Department  of  Revenue  will  then  certify  the  tax  rate  to  be 
used  in  the  assessment  of  taxes  to  the  local  land  holders. 

(e)  If  a need  arises,  the  Town  will  convene  a special  town  meeting 
to  act  on  the  recommendations  of  the  Finance  Committee  for 
additional  appropriations. 

Legally-adopted  budgets  are  prepared,  as  described  above,  on  a 
departmental  object  code  basis  consistent  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  and  the  regulations  promulgated  by  the  Commonwealth's  Department 
of  Revenue.

The  Town '8  General  Fund  Budget  is  prepared  on  a basis  other 
than  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  (GAAP).  The  "actual"  results 
column  of  the  Statement  of  Revenues  and  Expenditures  - Budgetary  Basis  - 
General  Fund  is  presented  on  a "budget  basis"  to  provide  a meaningful 
comparison  with  the  budget.  The  major  differences  between  the  budget  and  GAAP 
presentations  are  that: 

(a)  Budgeted  revenues  are  recorded  when  cash  is  received,  except  for 

real  estate  and  personal  property  taxes,  which  are  recorded  as 
revenue  when  levied  (budget),  as  opposed  to  when  susceptible  to 
accrual  (GAAP); 

(b)  Encumbrances  are  recorded  as  the  equivalent  of  expenditures 

(budget)  as  opposed  to  a reservation  of  fund  balance  (GAAP);  and 

(c)  Water  and  sewer  fund  operations  and  capital  projects  fund 

activity  are  presented  in  separate  funds  (GAAP)  rather  than  as  a 
component  of  the  General  Fund  (budget).

5 - PEPQS  IIS_MQ_ INVESTMENTS 

The  Town  maintains  a cash  and  investment  pool  that  is 
available  for  use  by  all  funds.  Each  fund  types'  portion  of  this  pool  is 
reflected  on  the  combined  financial  statements  under  the  caption  "cash  and 
short-term  investments"  and  the  interest  earnings  attributable  to  each  fund 
type  is  included  as  "investment  income".  In  addition,  separate  investments 
are  maintained  for  certain  funds  and  are  reflected  in  the  financial  statements 
in  the  same  manner. 

State  and  local  statutes  place  certain  limitations  on  the 
nature  of  deposits  and  investments  available  to  the  Town.  Deposits  (including 
demand  deposits,  term  deposits  and  certificates  of  deposit)  in  any  one 
financial  institution  may  not  exceed  certain  levels.  Investments  can  also  be 
made  in  securities  issued  by  or  unconditionally  guaranteed  by  the  U.  S. 
Government  or  Agencies  that  have  a maturity  of  less  than  one  year  from  the 
date  of  purchase,  repurchase  agreements  guaranteed  by  such  securities  with 
maturity  dates  of  no  more  than  90  days  from  the  date  of  purchase  and  units  in 
the  Massachusetts  Municipal  Depository  Trust.

The  Town  is  subject  to  a dual  level  general  debt  limit;  the 
normal  debt  limit  and  the  double  debt  limit.  Such  limits  are  equal  to  2 1/2% 
and  5%,  respectively,  of  the  valuation  of  taxable  property  in  the  Town  as  last 
equalized  by  the  Commonwealth's  Department  of  Revenue.  Debt  may  be  authorized 
up  to  the  normal  debt  limit  without  state  approval.  Authorizations  under  the 
double  debt  limit,  however,  require  the  approval  of  the  Commonwealth’s 
Emergency  Finance  Board.  Additionally,  there  are  many  categories  of  general 
obligation  debt  which  are  exempt  from  the  debt  limit  but  are  subject  to  other 
limitations,  including  debt  incurred  under  the  Funding  Loan  Act  of  1971.

7 - TEMPORARY  BORROWINGS 

Under  state  law  and  by  authorization  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  the  Town  is  authorized  to  borrow  funds  on  a temporary  basis  as 
follows : 


o To  fund  current  operating  costs  prior  to  the  collection  of 
revenues  through  issuance  of  revenue  or  tax  anticipation 
notes  (RANS  or  TANS). 

o To  fund  capital  project  costs  incurred  prior  to  obtaining 
permanent  financing  through  issuance  of  bond  anticipation 
notes  (BANS). 

Temporary  loans  are  general  obligations  of  the  Town  and  carry 
maturity  dates  which  are  limited  by  statute.  Interest  expenditures  for 
temporary  borrowings  are  accounted  for  in  the  General  Fund. 


8 - CONTINGENCIES 

The  Town  is  a party  to  numerous  legal  proceedings,  many  of 
which  normally  occur  in  government  operations.  The  legal  proceedings  are  not, 
in  the  opinion  of  management,  likely  to  have  a material  adverse  impact  on  the 
Town's  financial  position. 

The  Town  participates  in  a number  of  federal  financial 
assistance  programs,  principal  of  which  is  Executive  Office  of  Communities  and 
Development  programs.  Although  the  Town  grant  programs  have  been  audited  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Single  Audit  Act  of  1984  through 
June  30,  1986,  these  programs  are  still  subject  to  financial  and  compliance 
audits.  The  amount,  if  any,  of  expenditures  which  may  be  disallowed  by  the 
granting  agencies  cannot  be  determined  at  this  time,  although  the  Town  expects 
such  amounts,  if  any,  to  be  immaterial. 


9 - ACCOUNTING  CHANGES 

The  Town  has  adopted  a change  in  reporting  of  debt  service 
payments.  For  fiscal  year  1986,  debt  service  payments  are  reported  within  the 
general  fund  rather  than  in  a Debt  Service  Fund  as  had  been  the  practice  in 
previous  years. 


The  presentation  of  the  adjusted  legal  budget  and  budgetary 
basis  expenditures  in  the  Statement  of  Revenue  and  Expenditures  - Budgetary 
Basis  - General  Fund  has  been  adopted  in  fiscal  1986  in  order  to  provide  a 
more  meaningful  comparison  of  budgeted  revenues  and  expenditures  to  actual 
revenues  and  expenditures  incurred  on  the  budgetary  basis  of  accounting.

We  have  examined  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Douglas  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1986  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon 
dated  October  29,  1986.  Such  report  is  qualified  because  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  do  not  include  a general  fixed  assets  account  group  as 
required  by  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  Our  examination  was 
made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards;  the  standards 
for  financial  and  compliance  audits  contained  in  the  Standards  for  Audit  of 
Governmental  Organizations.  Programs.  Activities  and  Functions,  issued  by  the 
U.  S.  General  Accounting  Office;  the  Single  Audit  Act  of  1984;  and  the 
provisions  of  0MB  Circular  A-128,  Audits  of  State  and  Local  Governments,  and 
accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other 
auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Douglas  is  responsible  for  the  Town's  compliance 
with  laws  and  regulations.  In  connection  with  the  examination  referred  to 
above,  we  selected  and  tested  transactions  and  records  that  included,  but  were 
not  limited  to,  transactions  and  records  relating  to  each  major  federal 
financial  assistance  program.  The  purpose  of  our  testing  of  transactions  and 
records  was  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  that  the  Town  of  Douglas  had,  in 
all  material  respects,  administered  its  major  federal  financing  assistance 
programs  and  executed  the  tested  transactions  in  compliance  with  those  laws 
and  regulations  for  which  noncompliance  could  have  a material  effect  on  the 
allowability  of  program  expenditures  or  on  the  Town's  general  purpose 
financial  statements.  Such  laws  and  regulations  include  those  pertaining  to 
federal  financial  reports  and  claims  for  advances  and  reimbursements. 

Our  testing  of  transactions  and  records  selected  from  federal  financial 
assistance  programs  disclosed  instances  of  noncompliance  with  certain  loans 
and  regulations.  All  instances  of  noncompliance  that  we  found,  and  the 
programs  to  which  they  relate,  are  identified  in  the  accompanying  schedule  of 
findings  and  questioned  costs.  We  do  not  believe  these  instances  of 
noncompliance  could  have  a material  effect  on  the  allowability  of  program 
expenditures . 

In  our  opinion,  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1986,  the  Town  of  Douglas 
administered  each  of  its  major  federal  financial  assistance  programs  in 
compliance,  in  all  material  respects,  with  those  laws  and  regulations  for 
which  noncompliance  could  have  a material  effect  on  the  allowability  of 
program  expenditures. 
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Our  testing  was  more  limited  than  would  be  necessary  to  express  an  opinion  on 
whether  the  Town  of  Douglas  administered  the  nonmajor  federal  financial 
assistance  programs  in  compliance,  in  all  material  respects,  with  those  laws 
and  regulations  for  which  noncompliance  could  have  a material  effect  on  the 
allowability  of  program  expenditures. 

The  results  of  our  tests  also  indicate  that  for  the  transactions  and  records 
tested,  the  Town  of  Douglas  complied  with  those  laws  and  regulations  for  which 
noncompliance  could  have  a material  effect  on  the  Town's  general  purpose 
financial  statements. 

With  respect  to  the  transactions  and  records  that  were  not  tested  by  us, 
nothing  came  to  our  attention  to  indicate  that  the  Town  of  Douglas  had  not 
complied  with  laws  and  regulations  other  than  those  laws  and  regulations  for 
which  we  noted  violations  in  our  t€

We  have  examined  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Douglas  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1986  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon 
dated  October  29,  1986.  Such  report  is  qualified  because  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  do  not  include  a general  fixed  assets  account  group  as 
required  by  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  As  part  of  our 
examination,  we  made  a study  and  evaluation  of  the  internal  accounting  and 
administrative  controls  described  below  to  the  extent  we  considered  necessary 
to  evaluate  the  systems  as  required  by  generally  accepted  auditing  standards; 
the  standards  for  financial  and  compliance  audits  contained  in  the  Standards 
for  Audit  of  governmental  Organizations*  Programs,  Activities .and  functions 

issued  by  the  U.  S.  General  Accounting  Office,  the  Single  Audit  Act  of  1984 
and  the  provisions  of  0MB  Circular  A-128,  Audits  of  State  and  Local 
Governments . 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Douglas  is  responsible  for  establishing  and 
maintaining  internal  control  systems.  In  fulfilling  that  responsibility, 
estimates  and  judgments  by  management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected 
benefits  and  related  costs  of  control  procedures.  The  objectives  of  internal 
control  systems  are  to  provide  management  with  reasonable,  but  not  absolute, 
assurance  that  resource  use  is  consistent  with  laws,  regulations  and  policies; 
resources  are  safeguarded  against  waste,  loss  and  misuse;  that  transactions 
are  executed  in  accordance  with  management's  authorization;  and  that  reliable 
data  are  obtained,  recorded,  and  maintained  properly  to  permit  the  preparation 
of  financial  statements  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles  and  the  preparation  of  federal  reports  in  accordance  with  federal 
requirements . 

Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  system  of  internal  accounting  and 
administrative  controls  used  in  administering  federal  financial  assistance 
programs,  errors  or  irregularities  may  nevertheless  occur  and  not  be 
detected.  Also,  projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  systems  to  future  periods 
is  subject  to  the  risk  that  procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of 
changes  in  conditions  or  that  the  degree  of  compliance  with  the  procedures  may 
deteriorate.

Our  study  and  evaluation  included  all  the  control  categories  listed  above. 
During  the  year  ended  June  30,  1986,  the  Town  of  Douglas  expended  83%  of  its 
total  federal  financial  assistance  under  major  federal  financial  assistance 
programs.  With  respect  to  internal  control  systems  used  in  administering 
major  federal  financial  assistance  programs,  our  study  and  evaluation  included 
considering  the  types  of  errors  and  irregularities  that  could  occur, 
determining  the  internal  control  procedures  that  should  prevent  or  detect  such 
errors  and  irregularities,  determining  whether  the  necessary  procedures  are 
prescribed  and  are  being  followed  satisfactorily,  and  evaluating  any 
weaknesses . 

With  respect  to  the  internal  control  systems  used  in  administering  the 
nonmajor  federal  financial  assistance  programs,  our  study  and  evaluation  was 
limited  to  a preliminary  review  of  the  systems  to  obtain  an  understanding  of 
the  control  environment  and  the  flow  of  transactions  through  the  accounting 
system.  Accordingly,  our  examination  would  not  necessarily  disclose  material 
weaknesses  in  the  internal  control  systems  used  in  administering  nonmajor 
federal  financial  assistance  programs. 

Our  study  and  evaluation  described  above  was  more  limited  than  would  be 
necessary  to  express  an  opinion  on  the  internal  control  systems  of  the  Town  of 
Douglas.  Accordingly,  we  do  not  express  an  opinion  on  the  internal  control 
systems  of  the  Town  of  Douglas,  taken  as  a whole,  or  on  any  of  the  control 
categories  identified  above.  However,  our  study  and  evaluation  and  our 
examination  disclosed  no  condition  that  we  believe  to  be  a material  weakness.

The  past  year  was  very  successful  for  the  Board  of  Assessors.  Our  primary  goal,  issuing 
the  first  half  of  the  Fiscal  Year  1989  tax  bill  before  the  end  of  December,  1988,  was  achieved. 
However,  that  goal  was  attained  only  through  much  additional  hard  work  and  dedication  by 
the  office  staff  and  the  elected  Assessors.  First,  the  staff  had  to  update  the  mailing  addresses 
on  virtually  all  3 100  property  accounts  to  meet  U.S.  Postal  Service  requirements.  Secondly, 
all  changes  to  property  records  and  values  has  to  be  make  manually  into  the  assessment 
system  due  to  the  serving  of  ties  with  a former  consultant  Lastly,  the  extension  of  two 
matters,  certification  of  free  cash  and  a special  town  meeting  to  allocate  that  free  cash,  into 
the  late  fall  put  severe  constraints  on  the  time  available  to  (1)  have  new  growth  certified,  (2) 
hold  the  tax  classification  of  the  tax  rate,  and  (5)  have  the  tax  bills  printed,  but  it  all  was  done. 
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Throughout  the  summer  and  fall,  the  Board  worked  on  developing  a plan  for  revalu- 
ation. Borrowing  and  appropriation  of  $100,000  over  Fiscal  Years  1989  and  1990  were 
approve  at  the  September  special  town  meeting  our  plan  was  approved  by  the  State’s  De- 
partment of  Revenue  and  requests  for  proposals  were  issued  twice.  Once,  before  the  special 
town  meeting,  and,  then  in  a revised  format  later.  Four  final  proposals  were  submitted. 
Little’s  Associates  of  Pembroke,  MA  was  the  successful  bidder  at  $68,000.  Although  this  is 
the  lowest  bid,  the  Board  feel  that  Little’s  proposal  is  the  most  compatible  system  for  the 
Town  and,  therefore,  offers  the  greatest  cost-benefit  relationship.  We  hope  to  report  next  year 
that  the  job  was  done,  on  time,  and  in  a manner  which  provides  equitable  values  for  all 
property  owners  in  the  Town. 

Last  year  at  this  time  we  informed  the  Town  that  one  of  the  Board  was  not  seeking  re- 
election.  Again,  we  must  perform  that  regrettable  task.  Mrs.  Dora  M.  Mowry  will  be  serving 
her  last  term  as  an  elected  Assessor.  Mrs.  Mowry  has  served  the  Town  in  several  capacities 
for  more  than  thirty  years.  Her  presence  as  an  elected  Assessor  will  be  missed.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PERSONNEL  BOARD 

Since  the  passage  of  the  Town’s  Personnel  Bylaw  in  1986,  a key  priority  of  the 
Personnel  Board  has  been  the  establishment  of  a comprehensive  classification  and  compen- 
sation system  for  all  employees  covered  under  the  bylaw.  This  major  undertaking  has  been 
phased  over  a two-year  period,  beginning  in  1987  with  a plan  covering  all  hourly  employees 
and  completed  in  1988  with  a plan  for  all  salaried  bylaw  employees. 

Throughout  this  two-year  process,  the  Personnel  Board  has  conducted  extensive 
research  of  job  content  and  salary  information  for  the  Town  of  Douglas  as  well  as  several 
other  municipalities  within  the  central  Massachusetts  labor  market  area.  Additionally,  the 
Board  has  adopted  a standardized  framework  developed  by  the  Massachusetts  Municipal 
Association  for  the  purpose  of  analyzing  municipal  positions  within  the  Commonwealth. 
This  information,  collected  by  job  content  questionnaires,  observation,  multi -Town  surveys 
and  research  of  published  reports,  has  enabled  the  Board  to  develop  a classification  and 
compensation  plan  meeting  the  needs  of  the  Town  of  Douglas.  The  plan  is  designed  to  not 
only  provide  for  fair  compensation  distributed  equitably  among  all  classes  of  bylaw 
employees,  but  also  to  avoid  unnecessary  complexity  and  to  create  a practical  system  that 
works. 
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Specifically  during  1988,  the  Board  classify  salaried  positions  and  reassessed  certain 
hourly  positions.  The  Personnel  Board  also  analyzed  the  entire  classification  scheme  to 
evaluate  its  fairness  and  equity  among  all  position  grades.  The  Board  then  made  adjustments 
to  improve  the  plan  in  terms  of  its  overall  effectiveness. 

Other  accomplishments  to  date  include  adoption  of  standard  employee  work  evaluation 
forms,  disciplinary  forms  and  grievance  forms. 

And  finally,  the  Board  has  produced  a “Douglas  Personnel  Handbook”  which  summa- 
rizes the  role  of  the  Personnel  Board,  employee  status,  benefits,  evaluation  procedures  and 
other  town  policies.  This  handbook  is  given  to  all  employees  covered  by  the  bylaws  so  that 
they  may  be  better  informed.

All  bathing  beaches  were  checked  for  Coliform  counts  on  a bi-weekly  basis  during  the 
summer  months.  The  Board  of  Health  with  the  Department  of  Environmental  Quality 
Engineering  approval,  issued  five  (5)  variances  from  Title  5 for  the  installation  of  “tight  tank” 
septic  systems  to  be  used  by  cottages  around  local  waterways.  The  use  of  these  systems  has 
greatly  added  to  better  water  quality. 

The  Board  of  Health  reviewed  seven  (7)  proposed  sub-divisions  definitive  plans.  All 
definitive  plans  were  forwarded  to  the  Cullinan  Engineering  for  their  review  and  comments. 
Written  reviews  were  then  forwarded  to  the  Planning  Board  and  the  applicants  in  accordance 
with  MGL  Chapter  41  Section  81U. 

Monitoring  wells  located  at  the  old  Riedell  Road  landfill  are  tested  on  a quarterly  basis 
by  a State  Certified  Laboratory.  All  reports  are  in  accordance  with  DEQE  regulations  and 
have  negative  pollution  results. 
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The  Douglas  Transfer  Station  located  on  Riedell  Road  opened  for  operation  on  April 
5, 1988.  In  the  first  nine  (9)  months  of  operation  40,371  vehicles  have  passed  through  the 
gates.  A total  of  1 ,485.67  tons  of  trash  have  been  generated  for  this  nine  (9)  month  period  by 
the  residents  of  Douglas.

The  Library  staff  consists  of  Lisa  DiPilato,  Children’s  Librarian  and  Maryellen  Aubin, 
Library  Assistant  Through  the  year,  several  competent  high  school  students  served  as 
Library  Pages  including:  Stacy  Ducharme,  Kim  Stienstra,  Jennifer  Hughes  and  Kim  Home. 
Shirley  Copp,  our  permanent,  indispensable  volunteer  helps  out  with  filing,  typing,  book 
processing,  etc.  Mary  Anderson  is  story  hour  aide  and  works  directly  with  the  children  during 
programs.  Tony  Russo  is  our  all  around  maintenance  person  who  we  could  not  do  without. 

This  past  year  was  very  successful  at  the  Library.  In  addition  to  a Spring,  Fall  and 
Summer  Story  time,  the  Library  sponsored  a Pumpkin  Face  Painting  Day  and  a Christmas 
Crafts  Day,  all  of  which  were  filled  to  capacity.  Santa  once  again  visited  the  Library  at 
Christmas.  Many  full  length  films  were  shown  during  the  year  including:  “War  Games”,  “My 
Bodyguard”,  “Black  Stallion”,  "Charlotte's  Wed",  "The  Fox  and  the  Hound",  "Cinderella", 
"Snow  White"  and  “Race  for  your  Life,  Charlie  Brown”.  These  were  shown  on  Saturdays 
and  were  free  to  the  public.  Many  volunteers  gave  of  their  time  to  help  with  these  events,  for 
which  we  are  very  grateful.  Also  this  year,  an  Arts  Lottery  Grant  enabled  us  to  hire  The 
Science  Circus,  Magician  John  Sullivan,  and  the  Great  American  Magic  Machine  to  enhance 
the  various  programs.  Again,  these  were  free  of  charge  and  open  to  the  public.  The  number 
of  children  who  visit  the  Library  both  for  programs  and  reading  material  continues  to  grow. 

In  addition  to  children,  the  Library  also  serves  an  active  adult  population.  This  past  year, 
a Basket  Making  class  was  offered  in  which  participants  had  to  pay  a small  fee  for  materials. 
Also  this  year,  new  video  and  audio  casettes  were  added  to  the  collection  in  response  to  the 
growing  demand  for  these  non-print  materials.  College  catalogs,  financial  aid  forms,  tax 
forms  and  several  environmental  publications  are  available  free  of  charge.  There  are  Polaroid 
cameras  to  borrow  as  well  as  a community  bulletin  for  anyone  to  use. 

The  Simon  Fairfield  Library  is  a member  of  the  Central  Massachusetts  Library  System 
which  is  based  in  Worcester  Public  Library.  Through  this,  we  have  access  to  supplementary 
fiction  and  non-fiction,  films,  CD’s,  a rotating  video  collection,  audio  casettes,  inter  library 
loan  and  telephone  information  service  to  help  answer  reference  questions. 

In  April  1988,  the  Library  closed  for  a 2 week  renovation  during  which  the  Blackstone 
Valley  Tech,  students  painted  the  Library  interior.  The  result  is  a much  cleaner  and  brighter 
environment.  In  October,  the  Library  held  its  annual  booksale  at  Octoberfest  and  sold  candy 
apples.  Again,  volunteers  generously  helped  us  during  this  fund  raising  event. 

This  past  year,  I applied  for  and  received  a competitive  State  Grant  in  the  amount  of 
$2995.00  to  be  used  solely  for  juvenile  recordings  and  non-print  materials.  Along  with  this, 
the  Library  received  a generous  donation  from  UNIBANK  in  the  amount  of  $5000.  With  this 
$$,  we  will  install  a new  video  cassette  collection  geared  towards  children  and  young  adults. 
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The  collection  will  consist  on  instructional  and  non-fiction  titles  in  a wide  variety  of  subjects. 
The  collection  will  be  available  by  late  Spring,  1989.

Under  Chapter  90,  a section  of  Main  Street  was  resurfaced  with  Type  I.  This  money  is 
a State  Grant.

GENERAL  HIGHWAY

swept;  Town  Common  and  Public  Squares  maintained;  transportation  of  food  from  Worc- 
ester to  the  Town  Hall  and  schools  provided.

Rock 
maples  and  ash  have  also  been  worked  on.  It  will  take  time  to  clean  up  all  of  the  dead  trees 
in  town. 

Don’t  use  the  tree  for  a sign  post  and  don’t  damage 
its  bark  in  any  way  as  this  can  later  lead  to  its  demise.

The  Douglas  Recreation  Commission  has  continued  to  offer  these  programs  for  our 
town  residents  to  meet  the  needs  of  a growing  town. 


A new  1 20’  section  of  new  chain  link  fence  was  replaced  at  Soldiers  ’ Field,  one  baseball 
also  2 new  sets  of  bleachers  were  built  for  the  comfort  and  enjoyment  of  our  towns  people. 
Again  this  year  we  have  plans  to  replace  new  sections  of  fencing,  within  our  budget 
limitations. 

The  Youth  Soccer  Program  increased  by  almost  50%  with  155  participating  in  the  fall 
season  program. 

We  were  able  to  restore  a Red  Cross  Swim  Program  after  a years’  absence,  to  instruct 
our  youth  on  basic  water  safety  and  lifesaving  techniques.  We  had  72  children  enrolled  and 
hope  to  continue  this  program  this  year. 

The  Douglas  Youth  Hoop  Program  has  expanded  to  include  3rd  graders  this  year.  The 
progress  has  been  tremendous,  and  has  shown  some  further  promise  for  our  high  school 
programs.  We  were  able  to  purchase  2 new  sets  of  basketball  hoops  for  our  programs  to 
accommodate  the  increase  in  numbers. 
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The  Youth  Baseball  Program  was  very  successful  in  1988  thanks  to  its  organizers, 
coaches,  parents  and  fans.  The  Little  League  All-Star  Team  represented  the  town  in  fine 
fashion  by  finishing  3rd  out  of  12  towns  in  the  Uxbridge  Tournament. 

We  have  introduced  a Y outh  Gymnastics  Program  which  runs  4 days  a week,  with  over 
50  enrolled. 

Since  last  year,  the  recreation  commission  has  been  given  the  responsibility  of 
scheduling  activities  at  the  old  High  School  Gym.  Currently  over  370  residents  are  involved 
in  some  program  here.  Gym  Activities  rem  7 days  a week  for  approximately  52  hours  per 
week.  Participation  has  been  overwhelming,  and  the  value  to  the  gym  facility  to  our  people 
cannot  be  measured. 

Plans  to  expand  our  recreational  areas  to  West  St  has  not  gone  as  well  as  hoped  the  past 
year,  but  we  will  continue  to  pursue  this  area  this  year. 

The  challenge  to  offer  successful  programs  is  becoming  greater  each  year  due  to 
increased  participation  and  shortage  of  facilities.  We  are  noticing  increased  support  from 
parents  and  adults  for  these  programs  and  it  is  deeply  appreciated.  The  town  needs  this 
support  from  all  of  you,  because  without  it,  the  programs  could  not  exist. 

We  thank  parents,  coaches,  officials,  program  directors,  organizers,  fund  raisers  and 
volunteers  alike  for  all  the  time  and  effort  you  have  devoted  to  make  these  programs  possible. 

Finally,  successful  and  organized  programs  are  a reflection  of  our  town  to  other  towns. 
Douglas  youth  have  been  commended  on  their  attitudes  and  behavior  by  other  towns  as  we 
compete  against  them.  These  attitudes  begin  with  the  many  volunteers  that  dedicate  their 
time,  and  we  are  sure  this  support  will  be  their  for  us  in  the  future.

The  plant  discharge 
has  always  met  and  has  continued  to  easily  meet  the  permit  issued  by  the  D.E.Q.E.  and  EPA 
and  was  never  mentioned  as  a problem  in  the  citation.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 

We  herewith  submit  this  annual  report  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  citizens  of 
Douglas. 

This  is  the  second  report  the  Historical  Commission  has  had  the  opportunity  to  submit 
since  its  reactivation  in  1986. 

For  the  past  two  years,  the  Historical  Commission  has  been  working  on  a town-wide 
inventory.  This  inventory  is  a state  requirement  to  be  produced  by  all  local  commissions  and 
must  be  completed  in  accordance  with  criteria  set  by  the  Massachusetts  Historic  Commis- 
sion. The  purpose  of  this  inventory  is  to  identify  and  research  all  structures  over  fifty  years 
of  age  as  well  as  any  other  areas  of  historical  significance  (burial  grounds,  monuments, 
streetscapes,  Indian  sites,  archaeological  sites,  etc.). 

Due  to  our  limited  time,  expertise,  and  lack  on  any  funding  the  need  became  more 
apparent  for  a professional  historic  consultant  to  assist  in  completion  of  this  project. 

The  Historical  Commission  received  notification  of  the  long-awaited  approval  of  a 
grant  to  be  used  for  the  sole  purpose  of  hiring  an  historic  consultant.  Also  approved  at  the  last 
annual  Town  meting  was  a request  for  $12,000.  necessary  to  secure  said  grant  This  grant  is 
funded  by  the  National  Parks  Service  and  works  on  a 50%  reimbursement  factor.  Upon 
completion  of  our  project,  the  Historical  Commission  will  receive  a 50%  reimbursement  of 
our  total  expenditure,  which  will  be  turned  back  over  to  the  Town. 
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The  Historical  Commission  has  since  hired  John  Belding  and  Meredith  Weiss-Belding 
of  North  Grafton,  a professional  historical  consultant  team,  to  utilize  what  information  we 
have  already  processed  and  to  present  us  with  a completed  project  These  consultants  will  also 
see  this  project  through  acceptance  by  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission.  The 
deadline  for  this  project  is  June  1, 1989.  We  do,  however,  anticipate  an  earlier  completion. 

The  results  of  this  inventory  will  also  produce  any  recommendations  by  the  consultants 
on  certain  properties  which  would  become  eligible  for  placement  on  the  National  Register 
of  Historic  Places.  Individual  homeowners  may  then  wish  to  place  their  properties  on  the 
National  Register.  This  is  purely  the  choice  of  each  individual  property  owner,  and  is  not  to 
be  confused  with  an  Historic  District 

During  the  next  few  months,  the  Historical  Commission  will  be  in  close  contact  with 
the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission  regarding  the  progress  of  our  inventory,  as  well  as 
any  other  related  issues. 

The  Historical  Commission  will  remain  available  to  the  public  to  answer  any  questions 
that  may  arise. 

In  essence,  our  purpose  is  to  preserve  and  protect  our  town’s  heritage  and  historic 
beauty,  and  to  educate  those  individuals  that  may  not  realize  such  wealth.

REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


This  writing  marks  the  fifth  occasion  on  which  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  share  with 
our  community,  through  this  annual  report,  news  of  our  School  Department’s  continuing 
efforts  to  insure  that  each  of  the  children  enjoys  the  immeasurable  benefits  of  an  excellent 
education. 

New  directions  and  educational  initiatives  have  accompanied  the  arrival  of  two  new 
members  of  the  school  system’s  administrative  team.  Upon  the  recommendations  of  the 
Elementary  Principal’s  Search  Committee,  composed  of  community  and  staff  representa- 
tives, Mrs.  Patricia  Grenier  of  Paxton  was  appointed  as  our  new  Elementary  School  Principal. 
Mrs.  Grenier  lost  her  status  as  newest  members  of  the  administrative  team  when  upon  the 
resignation  of  Miss  Norling,  Mr.  Michael  Masny  was  appointed  as  the  system’s  Director  of 
Special  Education. 

As  we  begin  the  close  of  a decade  which  has  witnessed  the  building  of  our  two  present 
school  facilities,  our  community’s  growing  population  and  the  economic  demands  which 
such  growth  inevitably  brings  poses  perhaps  the  greatest  challenge  to  our  goal  of  offering 
each  child  an  excellent  educational  opportunity.  As  our  elementary  population  continues  to 
grow,  classroom  space  is  at  an  extreme  premium . To  assist  the  School  Committee  a task  force 
of  educators  and  community  members  is  currently  examining  the  issues  of  projected  growth 
and  is  preparing  recommendations. 

As  we  attempt  to  provide  for  the  present  and  future  growth  of  our  student  population 
we  continue  to  improve  upon  the  quality  and  diversity  of  our  student  offerings.  Program 
expansion  and  improvements  highlighted  over  the  past  year  have  included  an  intergrated  pre- 
school program  and  an  alternate  high  school  program,  ADEPT,  both  programs  having  been 
introduced  on  a pilot  basis.  The  school  system’s  staff  development  efforts  continue  in  the 
areas  of  curriculum  design  and  assessment  as  well  as  in  the  introduction  of  “Learning 
Centers”  at  the  Elementary  School. 

In  closing,  I invite  all  members  of  our  community  to  join  us  in  our  primary  goal  this 
coming  year  of  greatly  increasing  levels  of  parental  and  community  involvement  in  our 
schools.  It  is  our  conviction  that  such  involvement  will  insure  our  movement  towards 
excellence  in  the  1990’s. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  JUNIOR-SENIOR 
HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


The  Douglas  Junior-Senior  High  Schools  grades  6-12  spent  the  first  several  months  of 
1988  adjusting  to  life  in  our  new  facility  which  opened  in  January  of  1988.  It  took  several 
months  to  “work  out  the  bugs”  that  are  inherent  in  such  a large  undertaking. 

The  Class  of  1988  became  the  first  group  of  graduates  to  have  their  ceremony  in  our  new 
auditorium.  It  was  truly  a pleasure  to  hold  the  graduation  in  a modem,  comfortable  setting. 

Many  of  our  students  were  honored  for  their  academic,  musical  and  athletic  accom- 
plishments and  efforts. 

The  P.A.S.S.  Committee  (Positive  Attitudes  for  Student  Success)  was  formed  with  its 
membership  including  teachers,  an  administrator,  a school  committeeman,  parents,  students, 
and  coaches.  Many  of  the  P.A.S.S.  Committee  recommendation  have  been  implemented  and 
have  had  a positive  impact  on  our  students. 

As  always,  volunteers  continue  to  play  an  important  role  in  the  school.  The  Band 
Boosters  continue  their  tireless  efforts  on  behalf  of  our  band.  The  Parents’  Organization  has 
become  a strong  and  important  link  between  home  and  school.  The  newly  formed  Tiger 
Boosters  has,  in  a very  short  time,  become  a strong  source  of  support  for  our  athletic 
programs.  Parents  and  citizens  are  encouraged  to  become  involved  in  our  support  groups. 
Community  support  and  involvement  in  Winter  Carnival  and  the  school’s  involvement  in 
Octoberfest  provided  excellent  opportunities  for  school  and  community  to  work  together. 

During  the  current  school  year,  inservice  time  is  being  devoted  to  curriculum  revision 
and  development.  One  of  the  many  aspects  of  the  task  is  the  development  and  coordination 
of  curricula  in  grades  6-8.  Curricula  recommendations  from  the  New  England  Association 
of  Schools  and  Colleges  are  also  being  addressed. 

School  funding  continues  to  be  a source  of  great  concern.  Our  new  building  affords  us 
the  space  and  facilities  to  offer  courses  and  programs  that  could  not  be  offered  in  our  old 
building.  Our  students  will  not  benefit  from  these  opportunities  without  increased  financial 
support. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  extend  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all  who  have  given 
their  time  and  effort  in  support  of  our  school.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SPECIAL  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 


This  past  year  brought  many  changes  to  the  Special  Education  Department,  most 
notable  being  Deborah  A.  Norling’s  movement  to  another  school  system.  Miss  Norling  had 
served  the  town  of  Douglas  for  the  last  eight  years  in  the  capacities  of  Resource  Room 
Aide, Teacher  and  finally  Directed  of  Special  Services.  Deoborah’s  eight  years  of  service  and 
dedication  are  noteworthy,  as  are  the  programs  she  worked  to  develop. 

The  Special  Education  Department  saw  five  new  faces  and  one  new  program  started. 
Of  the  five  new  faces  two  represented  new  positions  within  the  department. 

A Team  Evaluation  Chairperson  and  Adjustment  Counselor  began  providing  a variety 
of  services  for  students  throughout  the  school  system.  Services  range  from  conducting 
psychological  assessments,  to  providing  individual  and  group  counseling. 

The  new  program  titled  “Alternative  Dimensions  in  Education  Partnership  and  Train- 
ing” (ADEPT)  saw  the  development  of  an  educational  model  that  integrates  a vocational 
experience  with  regular  academic  requirements  for  high  school  students  at  risk  for  dropping 
out  ADEPT  currently  operates  out  of  the  high  school  thereby  furthering  compliance  with  the 
special  education  requirement  that  all  students  be  educated  in  the  least  restrictive  environ- 
ment It  has  been  an  exciting  and  challenging  program  to  implement,  one  that  has  evoked 
thoughtful  dialogue  and  significant  rewards. 

New  directions  in  training  and  planning  have  also  been  undertaken  on  behalf  of  students 
with  significant  developmental  delays.  This  response  to  Special  Education’s  responsibility 
to  best  prepare  students  for  self  sufficiency  upon  turning  twenty-two  years  of  age. 

The  Department  of  Special  Education  continues  to  provide  a variety  of  services  to  meet 
the  individual  needs  of  students  and  to  this  end  offer  programs  that  include:  special  needs  pre- 
school, resource  rooms  at  all  levels,  alternative  education,  pre-vocational  training,  speech 
and  language  therapy,  physical  therapy,  occupational  therapy,  adjustment  counselling, 
adaptive  physical  education  and  tutoring  for  home  or  hospital  bound  students. 

The  Special  Education  Department  of  the  Douglas  Public  Schools  continues  its 
commitment  to  provide  the  very  best  eduction  for  those  children  in  need  of  services  and  does 
so  within  the  framework  of  maximizing  each  student’s  potential  while  in  the  least  restrictive 
environment. 
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On  behalf  of  the  special  education  staff  I would  like  to  extend  my  gratitude  for  he 
Town’s  continued  support  and  personally  wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  being  given  the 
privilege  to  serve  as  the  new  Director  of  Special  Education.

Zaven  Dagirmanjian  retired  in  June,  after  eight  years  as 
Elementary  Principal.  Mrs.  Dorothy  Bangs,  first  grade  teacher,  and  Mrs.  Margaret  Ann 
Nelson,  Chapter  I aide  retired  also.  These  very  qualified  individuals  will  be  missed. 

The  grade  structure  of  the  elementary  school  is  presently  Kindergarten  through  fifth 
grade.

In  addition  we  now  have  an  integrated  Special  Needs  Preschool  program  which  offers 
a morning  and  an  afternoon  program  for  children  three  years  of  age  to  five  years  of  age.  A 
total  of  476  students  are  serviced  within  the  school.  This  is  an  increase  of  52  students  over 
last  years  enrollment  for  the  same  grade  structure.  Our  class  average  remains  at  22  students 
per  class. 

As  the  community  continues  to  grow  so  also  does  the  elementary  school  enrollment 
Without  exception  all  spaces  of  the  elementary  school  are  presently  utilized  for  instructional 
purpose.  A space  needs  task  force  has  been  established  to  study  the  immediate  space  needs 
at  the  elementary  school,  future  needs  of  the  K- 12  system  and  to  make  recommendations  to 
the  School  Committee. 

Beginning  my  year  at  Douglas  Elementary  I was  greatly  impressed  by  the  individual 
commitment  of  staff  members  to  the  students  within  their  classes.  The  curriculum  was  solidly 
established  with  a strong  focus  on  basic  skills.  My  immediate  impressions  of  the  school  were 
of  an  elementary  school  that  managed  to  maintain  the  very  positive  aspects  of  an  elementary 
school  “when  we  went  to  school,”  combined  with  the  beginnings  of  some  innovative 
educational  programs. 
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The  School  Improvement  Council  conducted  a needs  assessment  survey  early  in  the 
school  year.  The  results  of  this  survey  seemed  to  reinforce  my  impressions.  Parents  viewed 
teachers  as  our  most  positive  strength,  followed  by  school  climate,  and  discipline  and  the 
basic  curriculum.  In  the  programs,  writing  skills,  and  science  instruction.  In  an  effort  to 
improve  upon  these  perceived  weaknesses  the  teaching  staff  will  participate  in  an  inservice 
workshop  and  release  days  designed  to  proved  each  teacher  the  opportunity  to  create  learning 
centers  for  each  classroom.  The  purpose  of  these  learning  centers  is  to  allow  students  to 
participate  in  more  self  directed,  hands  on  learning.  The  focus  of  the  centers  will  be  in  the  area 
of  Mathematics  or  Science  instruction.  The  second  aspect  of  the  goals  of  the  improvement 
council  was  to  assist  teachers  in  acquiring  more  knowledge  of  writing  skills.  Staff  will  then 
participate  in  the  development  of  a writing  curriculum  for  our  school. 

The  PTO  has  again  proven  to  be  an  integral  part  of  our  school.  The  goals  of  the  PTO 
fund  raisers  this  year  include  sponsoring  the  Books  & Beyond  recreational  read-a-thon 
program,  completion  of  the  playground  and  surrounding  grounds  and  an  exciting  and  long 
term  third  goal  of  purchasing  a computer  for  each  classroom.  All  proceeds  from  major  fund- 
raisers are  channelled  into  these  three  goal  areas.  Parents  are  also  involved  in  a number  of 
other  supportive,  enriching,  and  entertaining  activities  for  students’  educational  and  social 
growth.  The  PTO  Newsletter  continues  to  be  an  invaluable  means  of  communication. 
Classroom  reports,  community  updates,  and  the  Principals  Comer  are  all  developed  to  keep 
parents  abreast  of  school  news. 

In  all  aspects  the  Elementary  School  continues  to  be  an  education  program  to  be  proud 
of.  We  will  continue  to  grow  educationally  with  a vision  of  providing  students  with  a positive, 
nurturing  and  challenging  education.  Future  goals  of  the  elementary  programs  include  the 
development  of  critical  and  creative  thinking  skills  within  the  curriculum,  purchasing  of  an 
updated  reading  program  and  continual  staff  development. 

For  me  this  has  been  an  outstanding  year.  I feel  most  privileged  to  be  able  to  work  within 
a school  where  staff  members  are  as  dedicated  as  ours  and  where  parents  are  as  supportive 
and  caring  as  the  parents  have  been  during  this  school  year.  I extend  to  all  community 
members  the  invitation  to  become  involved  in  our  programs  or  visit  with  us.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT 


We  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Guidance  Department  of  the  Douglas 
School  System. 

The  Guidance  Department  continues  to  operate  with  two  counselors;  one  specifically 
for  grades  6,7  and  8 and  the  other  for  grades  9, 10, 1 1 and  12. 

We  are  thoroughly  enjoying  our  new  facilities  in  the  new  junior-senior  high  school 
which  offers  privacy  and  a superior  educational  environment. 

Required  credit  for  graduation  continues  to  be  104  credits.  The  minimum  passing  grade 
is  presently  65.  Minimum  requirements  for  entrance  into  the  four  year  state  college  system 
requires  four  years  of  college  English,  two  years  of  the  same  foreign  language,  three  years 
of  college  math,  two  years  of  Social  Studies,  and  a special  group  of  electives  including 
courses  in  Computer  Science  to  total  16  units. 

We  continue  to  administer  the  Massachusetts  Basic  Skills  Assessment  Test  in  selected 
grades  as  will  as  the  California  Achievement  Test  in  grades  1 -6  and  7 and  8.  We  have  recently 
included  the  Differential  Aptitude  Test  wit  Career  Exploration  Component  to  be  admini- 
stered to  9th  graders  annually.  We  also  administer  PSAT’s  to  juniors  and  SAT’s  to  juniors 
and  seniors.  This  year  approximately  65%  of  our  senior  class  plan  to  further  their  education 
at  the  college  level. 

Students  meet  individually  and  in  groups  with  the  Guidance  Department  for  adjust- 
ment, academic  and  vocational  counseling  throughout  the  year. 

Guidance  will  continue  to  assist  each  student  in  determining  a wise  choice  of  his/her 
life’s  work  in  accordance  with  his/her  abilities  and  desires.

All  illnesses  and  injuries  occurring 
in  school  were  investigated  by  the  school  nurse.  As  school  nurses  we  work  as  a team  with  the 
High  School,  Elementary  School  and  the  Special  Education  Department 

Vision  and  hearing  screening  is  conducted  for  all  Elementary  School  children  and 
grades  6, 8,  and  10  at  the  High  School  level.  Impedance  testing  is  also  a testing  tool  used  on 
PRE-K  and  Kindergarten  students.  We  also  work  with  the  school  adjustment  counselor  to 
assist  with  home  assessments  and  team  meetings. 

Our  school  physician  serviced  our  school  with  physicals  for  students  in  grades  3, 6,  and 
10  and  sports  physicals  for  the  Junior  High  and  High  School  students. 

Patricia  Koslak  our  town  nurse  provided  clinics  for  DPT  and  flu  shots,  as  well  an 
Mantoux  testing  for  new  employees. 

During  the  school  year  Dr.  Barbara  Scanlon  visited  the  Elementary  School  and  gave  a 
program  on  dental  health  for  grades  K-3. 

Dr.  Richard  Glew  a specialist  from  U-Mass.  Medical  Center  provided  an  excellent 
program  on  AIDS,  for  all  the  high  school  students  and  he  also  returned  for  an  evening 
program  for  the  parents. 

The  fluoride  program  is  conducted  for  all  elementary  students  in  grades  1-5  who  wish 
to  participate. 

State  surveys  and  reports  were  submitted  and  accident  reports  were  filed  as  necessary.

School  Nurses 
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BLACKSTONE  VALLEY  REGIONAL  VOCATIONAL 
TECHNICAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 
Upton,  Massachusetts 

The  school  year  1987-88  started  on  August  21, 1897  and  concluded  on  June  8, 1988. 
Eight  hundred  and  fifty-four  (854)  young  men  and  women  from  the  thirteen  member  towns 
completed  one  hundred  and  eighty  (180)  school  days.  Each  student  participated  in  990  hours 
of  formal  academic  instruction  and  vocational/technical  training.  The  dual  education 
program  consists  of  a structured  academic  curriculum  — English,  math,  science,  social 
studies,  physical  education  and  business  subjects  — and  specialized  vocational/technical 
training  in  fifteen  programs  — Air  Conditioning/Refrigeration,  Auto  Body,  Auto  Technol- 
ogy, Carpentry,  Computer  Information  Processing,  Culinary  Arts,  Drafting,  Electrical, 
Electronics,  Graphic  Arts,  Health  Services,  Machine  Shop,  Metal  Fabrication,  Painting  & 
Decorating,  Plumbing.  Each  school  day  consisted  of  five  and  one — half  (5 1/2)  hours  of  either 
classroom  study  or  vocational/technical  training  from  7:55AM  to  2:00PM.  Students  were 
engaged  in  academic  study  or  occupational  preparation  on  alternate  two-week  cycles. 

In  addition  to  regular  education,  students  in  need  of  special  support  receive  special 
education  services  as  prescribed  in  their  individual  education  plans.  Some  one  hundred  and 
seventy -one  (171)  students  received  assistance  to  overcome  learning  impediments.  Most 
were  “mainstreamed”  or  integrated  into  regular  classes  as  they  overcame  educational 
deficiencies. 

The  unique  COOPERATIVE  EDUCATION  PROGRAM  provided  on-the-job  experi- 
ence for  one  hundred  and  thirty  (130)  seniors.  This  program  is  made  available  to  seniors  who 
are  vocationally/technically  proficient,  have  earned  passing  grades  in  all  academic  subjects, 
have  maintained  high  attendance  and  demonstrated  exemplary  personal  responsibility.  The 
program  serves  as  an  incentive  and  an  opportunity  to  experience  “the  real  world  of  work” 
before  graduation.  Students  apply  their  knowledge  and  skills  in  their  field  of  expertise. 

Over  ninety  (90)  employers  participated  in  the  “partnership”  by  providing  gainful 
employment  and  training  for  young  people.  The  joint  venture  is  a classic  example  of  linking 
education  and  private  enterprise  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  engage  young  people  in  purposeful 
endeavor  that  is  directly  related  to  their  educational  activities.  Through  COOPERATIVE 
EDUCATION  students  acquire  experience  from  which  they  can  make  sound  judgements  in 
pursuit  of  careers;  employers  benefit  in  that  competent  young  people  are  infused  into  the 
regional  economy.

Citizens  of  the  vocational  regional  school  district  regularly  used  the  school’s  facilities 
and  services  throughout  the  year.  The  Three  Seasons  Restaurant,  open  daily  from  10:30  AM 
to  1 :00  PM  was  patronized  extensively.  Both  the  Auto  Body  and  Auto  Technology  programs 
were  busy  servicing  and  repairing  vehicles  registered  and  owned  by  citizens  of  the  vocational 
regional  district  Graphic  Arts  produced  the  Senior  Yearbook  for  the  19th  year  as  well  as 
printing  various  and  sundry  forms,  booklets  and  the  student  literary  magazine,  BEAVER 
TALES. 

Evening  adult  training  programs  conducted  in  the  fall  and  spring  terms  served  over  two 
hundred  (200)  men  and  women.  Programs  were  conducted  in  areas  of  auto  body,  cabinet- 
making, machine  shop,  welding,  computers,  electrical,  electronics,  computer  assisted 
drafting  and  computerized  numerical  control.  The  48-hour  training  programs  were  operated 
exclusively  with  funds  derived  from  tuitions.  A program  sponsored  and  paid-for  by  the 
Associated  Builders  of  America  trained  thirty-nine  men  and  women  in  the  fields  of 
construction  supervision  and  blueprint  interpretation. 

The  ASSET  PROGRAM,  a unique  collaborative  venture  involving  the  Ford  Motor 
Company,  Quinsigamond  Community  College  and  the  Blackstone  Valley  Vocational- 
Technical  School,  was  implemented.  Twenty-one  (21)  individuals,  averaging  26  years  of 
age,  enrolled  i#  the  program  in  August  of  1987  in  pursuit  of  an  Associate  Degree  in  Applied 
Technology  from  Quinsigamond  Community  College.  The  two-year  program  involves 
technical  diagnostic  training,  academic  study  and  on-the-job  training  at  cooperating  Ford/ 
Mercury  dealerships.  Students  pay  a tuition  and  work  at  dealerships.  Vehicles  are  furnished 
by  the  Ford  Motor  Company.  As  of  this  report,  the  success  of  the  program  has  led  to  preparing 
for  enrolling  another  twenty  (20)  students  in  October  1988. 

During  the  months  of  July  and  August  1987  a federally  sponsored  program  served  fifty 
(50)  disadvantaged  youths  (ages  14-16)  by  providing  them  with  work-training  in  the  fields 
of  graphic  arts,  food  services,  carpentry,  auto  body  and  welding.  The  sponsoring  agency. 
Worcester  Community  Action  Council,  paid  the  young  people  to  attend  the  30-day  program 
and  also  compensated  instructors  and  supervisors  for  services. 

Education  scholarships  awarded  to  graduates  who  plan  to  pursue  higher  education 
exceeded  $67,350  for  the  Class  of  1988. 

In  addition  to  educational  scholarships,  the  Blackstone  Valley  Teachers  Association 
awarded  $5,787  ito  twenty-eight  (28)  seniors  in  the  form  of  grants-in-aid  who  distinguished 
themselves  in  their  vocational/technical  fields.. 

The  graduating  class  of  171  students  saw  157  young  people  gainfully  employed  in  a 
field  or  area  allied  to  their  field  of  training  on  Monday,  May  23, 1988. 
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To  the  Community  of  Douglas,  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  for  your 
support  of  the  Blackstone  Valley  Vocational  Regional  School  and  myself  as  its  representa- 
tive during  the  past  twenty-six  years.
